Objection to the _ prairie 
gidin grower being compelled to 
subsidize the manufacture of 
whisky and beer is made in a 
communication forwarded to 
Prime Minister King by The 
North Weet Line Elevators As- 


sociation, The letter points out 


‘that distillers of whisky and in- 


dustrial alcohol are being sup- 
plied with farmers’ wheat by 
the Canadian Wheat Board on 
the basis of $1.25 per bushel 
while there ie a demand in 
world markets for this wheat at 
$2.25 per bushel. At the same 
time the government is foreing 
the sale of farmers’ barley to 
Canadian maltsters at 69 cents 
per bushel when United States 
malsters are offering $1.75 to 
$1.77 for malting barley, but 
the government is refusing per- 
mits to export Canadian barley 
to the United States. 

In ite letter to the Prime 
Minister the Line Elevator Com 
panies charge that the policies 
of the Canadian Wheat Board 
are being dictated by the de- 
partments of trade and com- 
merce and agriculture and that 
the presumably _inlependent 
Wheat Board “merely does 
their bidding.” Referring’ to the 
Wh.at Board and government 
grain policies the letter states: 

“The chief executives of our 
member ‘companies have spent 
their lifetime in the grain busi- 
ness and it is reasonable to as- 
sume the expert knowledge. of 
grain justifies them in speaking 
as they now do with some auth- 
ority on government policy in 
respect to the grain products of 
Western Canada, yet it is 
strange to find the responsible 
departments of your govern- 
ment are supremely indifferent 
to any expression of opinion 
from them, on marketing polic- 
ies, It is an erroneous presump- 
tion ,and will prove a decidely 
expensive one to western farm- 
ers to mistake ideological theo- 
ries for practical solutions of 
grain handling and marketing 
problems. As an illustration, the 
Wheat Board was set up as a 
stabilizing factor. It is true that 
during the war, of necessty its 
powers and activities were great 
ly widened. There is, however, 
little evidence now of an inten- 
ticn to revert back to’the funda- 
mental principle upon which a 
Wheat Board can operate with 
success. Furthermore from the 
legislative authority’ under 
which the Wheat: Boardi: oper- 
ates, one would presume that 
organization to be an_ indepen- 
dent body. It is, however, ap- 
parent its policies are dictated 
by the department of trade and 
commerce and by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, and that it 
merely does their bidding. We 
are not expressing either crit- 
iciam or annoyance at the enor- 
mous network of red tape that 
has of necessity been built up 
during the war by the wheat 
oard, but on behalf of the weat- 
ern farmer and private enter- 
prise we do view with concern 
the evident tendency to main-

The Line Elevators urge that 
the initial payment to farmers 
for the 1946 wheat crop be rais- 
ed to $1.80 per bushel; that the 
ceiling price of barley and oats 
be raised to 92 cents and 73 
respectively, plus pay-
